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Maesteg man 
gets four years 
for attacking 
drunken cyclist 


A DRUNKEN cyclist was 
punched and stamped 
upon as he lay defenceless 
in the road during an 
attack in Maesteg, it was 
stated at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The incident, said Judge 
Patrick Curran, could have 
been fatal. 

Luke Harries (20) of Tudor 
Estate, Maesteg, was sent to a 
young offender institution for 
four years. 

He pleaded guilty to causing 
Craig Lambert grievous bodily 
harm with intent. 

The judge said: “The victim 
may have uttered provocative 
remarks. However, it is perfect¬ 
ly clear he did no more than 
that. 

“You stepped into the road 
into the path of his bicycle. He 
got off and stood with his arms 
at his side and you then 
attacked him. 

“This is a very serious mat¬ 
ter. There were repeated blows 
and you humiliated a man

already on the ground.” 

Prosecutor John Probert said 
Mr Lambert was highly intoxi¬ 
cated and cycling along Caerau 
Road, Maesteg, at about 3.30am 
on April 24. 

He encountered a group of 
youths, some of whom he knew, 
and swayed towards them. 

He dismounted and was 
attacked when he fell on his 
back in the road. 

Mr Lambert’s brother inter¬ 
vened in an attempt to prevent 
the attack continuing. 

Mr Lambert was left lying 
unconscious in the road. 

“There was no aggression 
whatsoever by the victim,” said 
Mr Probert. 

He was taken to the Princess 
of Wales Hospital suffering 
from amnesia. 

He was found to have a bro¬ 
ken jaw and transferred to 
Morriston Hospital where he 
was operated upon. 

A metal plate and screws 


were put in his jaw. Mr Probert 
said the incident had had a 
great impact on Mr Lambert’s 
confidence. 

When arrested, Harries said 
“no comment” in answer to 
questions. 

Despite seeing the incident on 
CCTV, he later denied the 
attack, said Mr Probert. The 
court heard he had previous 
convictions for nine offences, 
including affray involving fight¬ 
ing in Commercial Street, 
Maesteg. 

His counsel, Alex 
Greenwood, said: “He was 
under the influence of drink. I 
accept it was wanton violence in 
a public place. The question is 
why?” 

He claimed independent wit¬ 
nesses were aware that Mr 
Lambert was shouting and 
swearing. He said he was not a 
man cycling along, minding his 
own business. 

“It was a chance happening 
and was not premeditated. He 
comes from a loving family 
background and is regarded as 
caring and considerate.” 



Children’s play park will 
be memorial to Karolina 


THERE were cheers, tears 
and scores of smiling chil¬ 
dren at the opening of 
Bridgend’s newest play park 
last Friday. 

It was a bitter-sweet occasion as 
the park, at Highland Place, was 
dedicated to the memory of 
Karolina Golabek, the five-year-old 
Penybont Primary pupil, who tragi¬ 
cally died last summer after becom¬ 
ing trapped in an automatic gate. 

Bridgend Town Council led the 
£50,000 project to equip the park, 
after calls from residents for a safe 
place for their children to play. 

Town mayor, Coun Clare Lewis, 
helped Karolina’s mother, Barbara 
Golabek, cut the ribbon to unveil 
the park, which features the latest 


swings, slides, a roundabout and 
see-saw, plus a separate area for 
dog-walkers, with decorative bins 
and benches. 

Other members of the Golabek 
family donned T-shirts which read 
'Thank You, Bridgend' and held 
pink heart-shaped balloons spelling 
out Karolina’s name. 

Her cousin, Anna Cedrzak, said: 
“I’m so grateful there is a place in 
her memory. It means a lot.” 

She added: “I’m so proud I live 
here and m never forget how much 
you’ve done for us.” 

Karolina’s death in July 2010 
came just days after a similar 
tragedy in Moss Side, Manchester, 
when seven-year-old Semelia 
Campbell died after becoming 
trapped in automatic gates. 


Her cousin, Tony Walker, attend¬ 
ed the park’s opening and urged the 
crowd to sign his online petition to 
ban automatic gates without sen¬ 
sors. 

His calls were supported by 
Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon and 
gate industry leader, Richard 
Jackson, who told Bridgend Town 
Council: “This is probably the most 
important thing you could have 
done in terms of giving children a 
safe place to play. 

“I would also urge people to be 
vigilant about the gates near their 
factory or school, and if there are 
any doubts about their safety, call 
an expert.”

Man arrested

A COWBRIDGE man has been arrested 
after a crash which closed the A48 
between Cowbridge and Bridgend for 
four hours.

The GEM understands that the incident took place 
on ‘Crack Hill’ the section of the A48 road that 
immediately follows the ‘Golden Mile. 

Police erected barriers and put diversions in place. 
Vehicles travelling from Cowbridge towards 
Bridgend were asked to turn right at the top of the 
hill and go through Treoes. 

A GEM employee, travelling on a bus from 
Bridgend to Cowbridge, passed the scene at 9.50am. 
The bus was probably one of the last vehicles to be 
allowed through before the road was closed. 

10-minute test to 
check child seats 

FREE tests aimed at checking a child’s 
car seat is safe to use are again being 
offered by Bridgend County Borough 
Council’s Trading Standards Service. 

The check-ups, which take just 10 minutes, will 
take place in the car park of Asda Superstore, 
Coychurch Road, in Bridgend on Wednesday, 
August 24, between 9am and 4pm, and are available 
to anyone who has a child seat in their car. 

This is the second event to be arranged by BCBC 
Trading Standards. At the first event in June, the 
team identified a 60 per cent failure rate for seats 
checked by expert testers. 

Of the 57 seats tested, 12 per cent were found to 
have major faults, such as the seats being incorrect¬ 
ly fitted. Nearly half were found to have minor 
faults.

L ast week, 
Britain was 
shaken to the 
core. To see riots in 
London spread 
across England’s 
major cities shown 
around the world 
night after night 
was frightening. 

It painted a picture of 
a Britain that, while not 
reflecting the life and 
values of most people, 
demonstrated our deep¬ 
est fears of chaos and 
anarchy. 

As though the dark¬ 
est, meanest parts of our 
country’s soul had 
erupted volcano-like, 
spewing lava like chaos 
onto our streets. 

Over the past few 
months, Britain’s 43 
police forces have taken 
a battering. The News 
International revelations 
of the close working 
relationships between 
journalists and senior 
police officers in the 
Metropolitan police 
force (the Met) sent 
shock waves around the 


country. Many police 
officers, demoralised by 
pay freezes, cuts to 
allowance, pensions, 
and redundancies, felt 
abandoned by politi¬ 
cians and the public. 

Over the last few 
months, I have been 
spending days inside 
South Wales Police 
(SWP) observing the 
wide variety of work 
they do in our name. 

I have seen the dedi¬ 
cation given to tough 
jobs and heard the con¬ 
fusion and anger at the 
lack of understanding of 
the jobs they do. 

We police by consent 
in this country. Asa 
society, we set the 
rules/laws we agree to 
live by. The rules/laws 
are voted for by our 
representatives in 
Parliament and handed 
over to the police to 
enforce. 

In Britain, we talk 
about ‘the police’ but in 
fact, there are 51 territo¬ 
rial police forces, each 
with separate identities, 
leadership, processes, 
and ethos. Bridgend is 


home to the HQ of 
South Wales Police. 

Most of the time we 
feel no need to fully 
understand policing. As 
we go about our daily 
lives, we have the com¬ 
fort of seeing ‘the 
bobby on the beat’, 
wonder at where and 
what cars are racing off 
to with siren going, and 
the paranoia of a police 
car gliding up behind 
you and checking your 
speed. 

Look over your life 
and try and count how 
many times you have 
come up against the 
police and the law. 

For most of us, inter¬ 
action will have hope¬ 
fully been limited to car 
crime, an accident, a 
theft from or of a vehi¬ 
cle, speeding, parking, 
faulty tyres and lights. 

If we have been less 
fortunate, our confi¬ 
dence and sense of 
security may have been 
violated by the experi¬ 
ence of a tragic death, 
violence or theft. 

Few of us will have 
been touched by serious 


and organised crime, 
terrorism, extremism, 
people trafficking, or 
rape. 

Being able to go 
about your life with just 
a few tannoyed warn¬ 
ings to watch your bag, 
alert staff to anything 
unusual, or being sub¬ 
jected to a stop and 
search exercise at an 
airport, public building 
or sports ground, is our 
minor interaction with 
the larger fight to keep 
us safe and secure. 

That confidence was 
shattered last week 
when it appeared as 
though these certainties 
were lost, as people 
rampaged looting and 
destroying their com¬ 
munities. The reasons 


behind the riots are 
many and changes will 
be needed. 

There were no riots 
in the devolved admin¬ 
istrations. This was no 
accident, there are les¬ 
sons to be learned from 
how we police in Wales. 

Denial of any of the 
causes of the riots will 
leave us vulnerable to 
future instability. The 
swelling of police on 
London’s streets was 
possible by drawing 
additional officers to 
provide help and sup¬ 
port from across the 
UK. 

SWP sent officers to 
London and made an 
impact on local resi¬ 
dents so were moved 
around the capital. 


Londoners, eager to 
know what a Heddlu is, 
have been stopping and 
talking to our officers. 

Stopping and talking 
is something we do 
well. This is not a sim¬ 
ple task, it gives reas¬ 
surance, a sense of 
inclusion and belonging, 
it provides and collects 
information and sends 
out a message, we are in 
this together and agree 
on the rules we follow 
and enforce. 

Talk of rubber bullets 
and water cannon may 
help deal with public 
anger and frustration, 
but is dangerous to pub¬ 
lic confidence and inter¬ 
national reputation as a 
stable democracy. 

Neither would work 
on streets crowded with 
riot tourists, there to 
watch and record the 
riots, some caught up 
and joining in with the 
fast-moving individuals 
grabbing, stealing and 
running. 

How we deal with 
and punish those 
involved is also impor¬ 
tant. The rule of law. 


not vengeance, must be 
applied. 

We need to share the 
skills used by forces 
such as SWP, who put a 
huge effort into ensur¬ 
ing that we did not 
experience the chaos. 

We need to show 
how policing ‘bottom- 
up’ with the inclusion 
and support of commu¬ 
nities and in partnership 
between a myriad of 
statutory and voluntary 
agencies, works better 
than ‘top-down’ law 
enforcement. 

The big question is 
why did it happen! I 
don’t believe it is sim¬ 
ply the cuts to police 
budgets. South Wales 
Police will lose 20 per 
cent of its budget or £47 
million, 250 officers, 
and more than 400 sup¬ 
port staff over the life of 
this Parliament. 

To blame cuts, gangs, 
families without fathers, 
social networking, crim¬ 
inal elements, drink, is 
too simplistic. 

All of these will have 
played a part, but they 
are part of bigger and 


wider problems about 
inclusion, identity, 
belonging, hope, identi¬ 
ty, values and aspira¬ 
tions which bind us 
together. 

Confidence needs 
rebuilding. Thanks need 
to be given to those 
public sector workers 
and police officers and 
staff who gave up holi¬ 
days and rest days to 
report for work to keep 
and restore order. 

In London last 
Thursday, there was a 
feeling of shock in the 
air. 

It was noticeable, 
however, that seats were 
being given up on the 
tube, basic courtesies 
were everywhere, 
apologies for knocking 
into each other, doors 
being opened, thank 
you’s given. 

As citizens we need 
to regain trust and faith 
in each other as much 
as in the police, for it is 
our trust in our fellow 
citizens which allows us 
to flourish in a collec¬ 
tive sense of safety.

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PUB ATTACK: 
SIX MONTHS 
JAIL FOR A 
CAERAUMAN 


A LANDSCAPE 
gardener has been 
jailed for six 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court for 
carrying out an 
unprovoked attack 
on a pub customer. 

The victim, Huw 
Beatty, was left with a 
broken eye socket and 
had to be operated upon 
and a plate put in, said 
prosecutor Jane Rowley. 

Recorder Christopher 
Lewis told 27-year-old 
Daryl Williams that the 
victim could not work 
for some time and suf¬ 
fered depression. 

“The offence is so 
serious only custody is 
justified. This was a 
completely unprovoked 
attack on an innocent 
man. You caused consid¬ 
erable injury and it has 
had a considerable 
impact on him.” 

Williams of Ael-y- 
Bryn, Caerau, Maesteg, 
was found guilty of 
inflicting grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm.

Ms Rowley said that 
on July 24 last year, Mr 
Beatty was with friends 
at the Old Wine House, 
Pyle. 

He and his wife were 
invited to sit with the 
landlord. 

Williams and his girl¬ 
friend arrived and sat at 
the table alongside. 

The couple became 
involved in an argument 
and when the girlfriend 
began swearing, Mr 
Beatty asked her to stop, 
but she didn’t, and 
Williams tried to calm 
her down. 

Ms Rowley told the 
court that later, Williams 
saw Mr Beatty in the 
corridor of the pub and 
said: “Don’t ever speak 
to my girlfriend like that 
again.” 

She continued: “He 
grabbed him by the 
throat and punched him 
twice to the side of the 
face. Mr Beatty was 
dazed and in great pain.” 


Williams and his girl¬ 
friend were ejected. 

When arrested, 
Williams said Mr Beatty 
head-butted him and he 
reacted in self-defence. 

The Recorder said: 
“This was an unpro¬ 
voked attack involving 
considerable force. 
There is no excuse and it 
was in a pub.” 

Williams’ counsel 
John Ryan said: “He is 
hardworking, polite, and 
apart from this is a 
model citizen. 

“There is genuine 
remorse and shame and 
he is disgusted with him¬ 
self.” 

“Since the incident, 
he has not been drinking 
and his work ethic is 
enviable. He is buying a 
house and if he goes to 
prison it would be repos¬ 
sessed.” 

He urged that sus¬ 
pended sentence be 
passed with electronic 
tagging and a payment 
to Mr Beatty of compen¬ 
sation.

Council demands 
that online businesses 


show ‘good practice’ 


SOME online retailers in 
Bridgend County Borough need 
to improve the way they sell 
their goods to internet shoppers, 
according to BCBC’s Trading 
Standards team. 

A recent survey carried out by the 
department found a number of local 
online businesses failed to provide 
customers with sufficient information 
on their right to cancel orders and 
also needed to significantly update 
their terms and conditions. 

Trading Standards officers are now 
working with the businesses con¬ 
cerned to advise them on how they can 
be fully compliant in the future. 

Coun David Sage, deputy leader of 
BCBC and the cabinet member with 
responsibility for Trading Standards, 
said: 

“We have many good, honest online 
retailers within the borough who trade 
in a fair way, however it is important 


for us to remind all businesses of their 
obligations to consumers as some¬ 
times there can be slip-ups or misin¬ 
terpretation of what is required. 

“As a purchaser of goods online, 
you are entitled to know where the 
business you are buying from is based, 
and should be able to communicate 
with that business via email if neces¬ 
sary. ” 

Senior Fair Trading Officer, Ellis 
Roberts, added: “Some of the retailers 
we audited did not have any terms and 
conditions and no information relating 
to a buyer ’5 right to cancel an order. 

“Although this is an issue right 
across the UK, we want to ensure that 
our local businesses are as transpar¬ 
ent as possible when trading, especial¬ 
ly with the continued growth of inter¬ 
net shopping in the UK, which is high¬ 
er than any other EU country. ”

New fund could benefit 
local social enterprises 


SOCIAL enterprises in 
Bridgend could benefit from a 
flexible new grant scheme 
which will help to make them 
more sustainable. 

The funding is available to commu¬ 
nity-based organisations that generate 
income through trading, with a legal 
structure and social objectives. 

The fund will be officially launched 
by Coun David Sage, deputy leader of 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) at Bethlehem Life Centre, 
Cefn Cribwr on Wednesday, August 
24, at 9am. 

The event will include a keynote 
address by Professor Dave Adamson, 
chief executive of the Centre for 
Regeneration Excellence Wales 
(CREW); an expert in regeneration. 

Also, Neil Ellis the manager of 
Youth of Betws, will urge social enter¬ 
prises in Bridgend to benefit from the 
fund and replicate the success at 
Betws. 


Neil Ellis said: “The development 
of our eco friendly bunk house will 
provide our organisation with a sus¬ 
tainable income stream so that servic¬ 
es to young people in Betws can be 
maintained, as well as providing a 
high quality tourism facility in the vil¬ 
lage.” 

The launch will be followed by a 
funding fair, where local funding 
providers and support agencies will be 
on hand to offer advice on the support 
that is available to groups within the 
Bridgend area. 

Grants are available up to £80,000 
and are based on up to 75 per cent of 
the eligible project costs.

Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) is in the process of reviewing a 
county-wide series of Sites of Importance for Nature Conservation (SINCs) 
which were designated in the Council Approved Unitary Development Plan 
(UDP) in 2005 (Policy EV19). 

In accordance with current planning guidance, sites with nature conservation interest have been 
identified in order that they are properly provided for in development and land use. These SINCs 
are now being reviewed for the preparation of the emerging Bridgend County Borough Local 
Development Plan. 

The sites are being re-surveyed and assessed against the ‘Wildlife Sites Guidance Wales - A 
Guide to Develop Local Wildlife Systems in Wales (Wales Biodiversity Partnership, 2008), which 
provides a standard framework for local authorities across the region to select and designate 
wildlife sites. 


SINCs are a vital part of the planning system in order that sites of substantive nature 
conservation interest are protected and/or enhanced outside the limited network of statutorily pro¬ 
tected sites such as Sites of Special Scientific Interest. 


The Capita Symonds consultancy have been commissioned by BCBC to carry out the 
project to assess the SINCs within the County Borough. These consultants are authorised by 
BCBC in exercise of its powers under the Town and (Country Planning Act 1990 (section 324), to 
enter private land and carry out vegetation and species surveys. 


The project will be carried out between August and November 2011.

Police say ‘celebrate 
end of exams, but do 
remain responsible’ 


OVER the coming 
weeks, thousands of 
young people across 
Bridgend will be 
receiving their exam 
results. 

Many will celebrate 
their success in gaining 
entry to university or get¬ 
ting the grades they need 
to move into their dream 
career. 

However, the police 
have warned that for 
some, alcohol could spell 
the end of their dreams. 

As students converge 
on town centres or head 
towards house parties, a 
few will end the night 
facing an anti-social 
behaviour order or even a 
prison sentence. 


But the police have 
pointed out that purchas¬ 
ing alcohol for consump¬ 
tion by persons under the 
age of 18 is an offence, 
punishable with a fine or 
even a prison sentence. 

They say alcohol relat¬ 
ed violence and anti¬ 
social behaviour is a 
national problem and 
people should not con¬ 
tribute to it. 

Chief Inspector Marc 
Lamerton at Bridgend 
Police explained: “We 
understand lots of people 
will want to celebrate the 
end of their exams and 
we don’t expect them to 
be tee-total but what we 
want is to avoid them put¬ 
ting themselves at risk. 

“We are appealing to 


parents to inform their 
children about sensible 
drinking. 

“Parents have a huge 
influence in keeping their 
children safe and helping 
to protect them from 
harm, so we would ask 
that parents across the 
borough talk to their chil¬ 
dren about the dangers of 
too much alcohol. 

“Ask yourself as a par¬ 
ent, do you really know 
how much your child 
actually drinks and what 
they get up to when drunk 
- or do you wait for the 
blue light or the dis¬ 
tressed phone call in the 
early hours?”

Ernest’s let¬ 
ter in The 
GEM claiming that 
Barry doesn’t get a 
raw deal, made me 
realise just how out 
of touch some coun¬ 
cillors are with the 
people they suppos¬ 
edly represent.

DON’T DRIVE A WEDGE 
BETWEEN COMMUNITIES’ 


‘People have interests 
of the town at heart’ 


1 AM extremely saddened by the letter 
from Coun Anthony Ernest which 
seemed to want to drive a wedge 
between the town and community coun¬ 
cils that make up the Vale Council area, 
and berated residents of Barry for hav¬ 
ing the temerity to criticise some of the 
shortcomings of the council. 

Councillors are elected to serve the people by 
both providing help and counselling to the mem¬ 
bers of their own wards and by endeavouring, 
through economic and strategic planning, to devel¬ 
op policies to make life better for residents of the 
Vale. 

These people pay through their council tax, not 
only councillors’ allowances, but a contribution 
towards the plans and policies which the council 
develops. 

As such, they have every right to criticise elected 
members and Coun Ernest has been a member long 
enough to know that. 

We all get criticised on aspects of the council’s 
policies.. .often even when we are not responsible 
for them! 

Coun Ernest obviously resents the £9 million 
regeneration money being spent on Barry. I would 
remind him that the Vale lost the St Athan Defence 
Academy, which held out the prospect of training 
and employment for many young people in Barry. 

He may be unaware that Barry has two of the 
most deprived areas in Wales and that unemploy¬ 
ment among those in the under-24 age group is one 
of the highest in Wales. 

Barry also lost the magistrates court which will 
lead to higher crime, difficulties for those suffering 
domestic abuse, and cost the council a considerable 
amount of money. 

Both of these blows were as a result of the Con- 
Dem Coalition decisions in London. 

Regeneration in Penarth was completed about 18 
months ago. It transformed rows of streets of 
Victorian terraces into a delightful suburb.

But you have been 
waiting for this moment 
since your child began 
year-6, so you are deter¬ 
mined to cover every 
eventuality.

“Luckily for the casu¬ 
alties, the helicopter was 
available and arrived 
after 20 minutes. Within 
10 minutes, all four were 
safely on board the Sea 
King. 

“Once all were on 
board, the helicopter 
landed in a nearby field 
and handed the very 
grateful four over to 
awaiting Coastguards, 
who then took over. 

“The lifeboat stood by 
under the cliffs while the 
helicopter performed its 
winching and was ready 
to assist if required.” 

Steve Knipe, helms¬ 
man at Porthcawl 
Lifeboat Station said: 
“At first ,we thought we 


were going to assist four 
people cut off at the bot¬ 
tom of the cliff. 

“It wasn’t until we got 
closer, that we realised 
the four had climbed half 
way up the very steep 
cliff. They were very 
lucky indeed, as there are 
very few options avail¬ 
able to us in these sorts of 
situations.” 

Earlier in the day, the 
RNLI lifeboat had assist¬ 
ed two people on a jet ski 
which had broken down 
in Trecco Bay, 
Porthcawl. 

A red flare had been 
fired, which was spotted 
from the lifeboat station. 

It was safely towed 
back to the nearby 
launching site at Newton.

Looking for social 
causes behind riots 


L ast week, 

London and other 
major cities in 
England witnessed the 
worst riots and looting 
for at least a generation; 
the scenes horrified locals 
and viewers from afar. 

The damage and impact will 
take many years to overcome 
and the treats and difficulties 
will trouble some individuals 
for the rest of their lives. 

MPs were re-called to 
Parliament to discuss and con¬ 
sider the issues raised: Some 
close friends, who are the MPs 
for the affected areas, were 
physically and mentally 
exhausted. 

They had only managed a 
few hours’ sleep in days - as 
did the victims, the police, the 
fire brigade, the ambulance 
service and all those offices 
involved in trying to bring a 
sense of order to the most tur¬ 
bulent of times. 

I wanted to speak in the 
debate to air my thoughts on 
the issues, but chose to give 
priority to the MPs whose con¬ 
stituencies had been affected 
directly. 

Nonetheless, I plan to be 
fully involved in the debates 
and discussions on the causes 
and the response that needs to 
be shown. 

Here are some of my 
thoughts: In the first instance, 
ere needs to be the swiftest

of arrests and charges brought 
by the police and the stiffest of 
sentences and penalties by the 
courts. There must be punish¬ 
ment and rehabilitation. 

Over the longer term, the 
reason for the breakdown of 
society must be considered in 
more detail and I am delighted 
that Iain Duncan Smith is 
going to review this area of 
policy. 

Few people, let alone a 
politician, have conducted such 
in-depth studies of our inner 
cities. His approach to benefit 
reform has won recognition 
across the political spectrum 
from charities to businesses. 

Personally, I take a hard line 
on punishment and have called 
for stronger sentences to be 
issued in the past, including 
withdrawal of assets, such as 
crushing of their cars. 

However, this does not pre¬ 
clude a compassionate 
approach in supporting some 
underlying influences. 

Without pre-empting the 
investigation, I am confident 
that a disproportionate number 
of offenders will be illiterate 
and innumerate. 

The causes will be down to 
poor parenting, lack of disci¬ 


pline in schools; many will 
have special educational needs 
that have been ignored by edu¬ 
cation authorities - often 
because of the additional cost 
of supporting a the learning 
deficiency. 

Some will be ‘looked-after 
children’, with inappropriate or 
little support from social serv¬ 
ices departments. 

These are just a few of the 
issues where many of the 
offenders may have been vic¬ 
tims themselves. 

I am not excusing their 
actions in any way. After all, it 
was a choice to commit arson 
or burglary or to loot - and 
even the most illiterate and 
neglected person would know 
that such an action was wrong. 

However, we also need to 
recognise in seeking to repair 
these broken communities that 
there is a much bigger picture 
that needs to be addressed. 
There needs to be a sense of 
boundary. 

This is why discipline, 
respect and responsibility are 
key. 

Finally, it was a privilege to 
meet our police officers from 
Barry and other local areas on 
duty in Peckham. 

They arrived in the midst of 
the violence and showed no 
fear in seeking to bring order. 
We owe them a very big thank 
you.

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Peugeot’s convertible 
still sets a standard

T he world’s 
trendsetters 
are much 
admired for their 
revolutionary 
ideas. 

Take the impression¬ 
ist painters Monet, 
Degas and Renoir, 
avant-garde designer 
Vivienne Westwood and 
‘60s pop groups the 
Beatles and Rolling 
Stones, for example. 
Each had their own 
unique concept, which 
made them famous. 

In the world of 
motoring, Peugeot is 
claimed to have manu¬ 
factured the world’s 
first retractable hardtop, 
which was fitted to its 
402 BL Eclipse 
Decapotable in 1934. 

In the same way that 
those talented artists 
stood out from the 
crowd, Peugeot was 
able to stake its claim 
on a new, user-friendly 
and enjoyable approach 
to open-top driving that 
instantly set it apart 
from its rivals. 

Over the last 80 
years, Peugeot has 
improved this concept, 
which can be found on 
both the 207CC and 
308CC. Other manufac-

turers such as Eord, 
Vauxhall and 
Volkswagen have 
copied it. Proof indeed 
that Peugeot hit on a 
good idea. 

A metal hood is far 
more user-friendly and 
hardwearing than a tra¬ 
ditional soft top, 
because it’s a far more 
rigid construction that is 
completely watertight 
and more secure. 

When it’s up, you 
feel as if you’re in any 
other hot hatch. 

The great thing is 
that you don’t need to 
worry about replacing it 
every 10 years, as you 
might with a fabric roof. 

As soon as that sun 
appears, it’s simply a 
matter of flicking a 
switch and watching the 


hood retract. It does 
suffer from reduced lug¬ 
gage capacity, though. 

The other distinctive 
feature of the 207CC 
GT tested is the chrome 
hoops above the rear 
passenger seats that 
glisten in the sunlight. 

“These are self-actu¬ 
ating (pyro-technic) 
strengthened safety 
hoops, in the event of 
the vehicle being rolled 
over, for the protection 
of the occupants,” 
explains Peugeot 
spokesman, Craig 
Morrow. 

Considering it’s a 1.6 
litre petrol, there’s rea¬ 
sonable economy - it 
almost travelled 600 
miles on a tank. It’s also 
pretty quick, if required. 

Parkers, the car 


experts, say: “The 
207CC is a stylish and 
well-equipped small 
convertible that won’t 
leave you cold in the 
winter. It uses a fully 
automatic metal folding 
roof with no levers or 
catches to release, so at 
the push of a button it’s 
a convertible 25 sec¬ 
onds later. 

“There are two seats 
in the back, but as 
they’re small and 
there’s little legroom, 
they’re really just for 
show and only any use 
as extra luggage space.”

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CAN RESOLUTE WALES NOW 
PASS CONSISTENCY TEST? 


LL the talk in the Welsh camp 
in the days before the return 
match with England at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium last Saturday, 
was centred on one thing only - victory, 
no matter what - to end a lengthy los¬ 
ing streak and create momentum going 
into the Rugby World Cup. 

“We need to win this weekend - it’s as sim¬ 
ple as that,” head coach Warren Gatland said 
bluntly... “We’ve told the players that we need 
to beat England at home to send out a clear 
message to everyone that we are contenders” 

Unlike England, who sought to show their 
strength-in-depth hy making 13 changes 
from the team that had won 23-19 at 
Twickenham the previous week, Gatland 
opted to make just four. 

While keeping faith with the two props, 
despite continuing concerns about the set 
piece, he drafted in twice-capped hooker, 
Lloyd Burns, whose Dragons’ team mate, 
Luke Charteris, replaced Bradley Davies in 
the second row boiler house - and paired 
Gavin Henson at centre with Jamie Roberts. 

With young pivot, Rhys Priestland, given 
another opportunity after his earlier exploits, 
peripatetic James Hook found himself on the 
move again - this time to full back, in place 
of broken leg victim Morgan Stoddart. 

(He was switched again to his coveted No 
10 slot when Priestland went off injured 
early in the second half). 

Gatland repeatedly stressed that it was a 
‘must-win ’ game for Wales - “AnJ we believe 
these are the players to do just that”. 


In the event, he was proved right, as the 
73,307-strong crowd witnessed a truly 
remarkable defensive display by the Welsh 
team (eclipsing even the previous week’s 
heroic rearguard effort) to record a thor¬ 
oughly deserved 19-9 victory. 

No wonder furious England coach Martin 
Johnson had a face like thunder after seeing 
what many believed was the bulk of his pre¬ 
ferred line-up for the World Cup, fumble and 
fritter away a match that seemed there for 
the taking, despite threatening to demolish 
the struggling Welsh scrum and shaky line- 
out and monopolising both possession and 
territory. 

Indeed, the wonder was that backs-to-the- 
wall Wales were still in the game at halftime, 
with the scores level at 6-6 through two 
penalties each by Priestland and his opposite 
number, Toby Elood. 

Inexplicably, despite their dominance up 
front, England spurned many other kickable 
opportunities to turn the screw and take an 
unassailable lead, opting instead to go for 
tries. 

In doing so, they revealed a glaring lack of 
imagination and technical frailty verging on 
incompetence in their three-quarter play. 

They paid the price in the second half when 
they could only add a third penalty to their 
total, as the Welsh defence continued to repel 
attack after clumsy attack. 

Meanwhile, James Hook took the game by 
the scruff with a try he converted himself 
and then added two more penalties, the last 
from near halfway, for a 19-9 victory that 
could prove priceless to the team’s World 
Cup morale. 


Whether England’s tactics were pre¬ 
planned, stemmed from poor decision-mak¬ 
ing, complacency or misplaced confidence - 
given the plethora of possession they enjoyed 
- who can say? 

They certainly appeared to underestimate 
the strength and formidable staying powers, 
of a resolute, super-fit Welsh defence that has 
been an absolute revelation in the two warm¬ 
up matches so far. 

This is arguably the single greatest contri¬ 
bution Gatland has made in transforming 
Wales from 40-minute international whip¬ 
ping boys into battle-hardened warriors able 
to compete for the full 80 minutes, and he 
deserves every credit, as it is no mean 
achievement. 

As a result, he now appears to have more to 
build on for next month than Johnson, for 
whom it’s back to the drawing board - par¬ 
ticularly with the imminent return of first 
choice props Adam Jones and Gethin Jenkins 
to stiffen the Welsh pack. 

Over the two games, Wales outscored 
England by four tries to two and on each 
occasion restricted Johnson’s men to just 
three points in the second half. 

Hopefully, the next major step will be con¬ 
sistency, which has been the continuing quest 
for so long, and is of paramount importance 
if Wales hope to progress through the World 
Cup tournament, now just weeks away from 
kick-off. 

On Saturday, at the Millennium stadium, 
the Welsh squad get an early chance to test 
their new-found resolve against the hard men 
of Argentina, whose forward power will pro¬ 
vide an even tougher test up front than did 
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England. 

As expected, Wales field a changed line-up, 
which sees the welcome return of tighthead 
Adam Jones, former skipper Ryan Jones, 
veteran Martyn Williams, full back Lee 
Byrne and wing Leigh Halfpenny. 

Again, though, the emphasis will be less on 
‘performance’ than a win - no matter how 
narrow - in order to underline Welsh claims 
to be credible challengers for the Webb Ellis 
trophy. 

Victories over these two leading ‘seeds’ 
would be just the fillip needed before this 
young Wales squad set off for New Zealand. 

Sadly, there have already been some high- 
profile casualties - with both injured skipper 
Matthew Rees and unlucky Gavin Henson 
joining Stoddart in losing their seats on the 
plane.
